Rate is Increased 
The law requires that the b o ard , 
value the property of the railroads \ 
and apply to that valuation the av-; 
erage rate paid by the general prop-j 
erty of the state. 
The rate this year 
is larger than it was last year, and 
accordingly the taxes of the railroads 
are greater. 
Last year the average 
rate of general property taxation was 
$10.95 per $1,000 of assessed valua-. 
tion. 
This year the average rate is 
$11.51 per $1,000 of assessed valua­ 
tion. 
This is the first time in the 
history of the state that the rail­ 
road taxes haxe exceeded the three- 
million mark. 
A Total of $5,088.720.6.3 
The increase this year over last 
year is $282,035.39. 
Last year’s in­ 
crease over the tax of the year before 
was $101,447.78. 
The total of all the taxes levied 
this year against railroad property 
is $3,083,720.63. 
Had the old li­ 
cense fee system been maintained 
the amount would be $691,594.92 
less.
